n  1950  Martin  and  Violet  Lindon  and  their 
four  year  old  son  Wayne  moved  to  Brent- 
wood. 


Originally  from  Clay  County,  Kansas,  they    ;^=*= 
leased  what  was  known  at  the  time  as  James' 
Store  and  decided  this  would  be  their  liveli- 
hood. Little  stock  and  equipment  came  with 
the  store,  and  they  knew  that  hard  work  and 
many  weeks  full  of  20  hour  days  lay  ahead. 

Years  of  labor  produced  a  prosperous  busi- 
ness, and  the  store  became  a  mini-market  with 
canned  goods,  fresh  fruit,  vegetables  and  meat, 
as  well  as  clothing,  hardware  and  just  about  anything  one  asked  for.  If  it  wasn't  there,  it  would  be  or- 
dered, and  you  had  it  very  soon.  Lindy's  grew  into  a  place  where  you  were  likely  to  meet  anyone  you 
knew,  and  it  became  a  popular  place  to  post  notices  you  wanted  your  neighbors  to  see.  It  was  and  still 
is  an  important  hub  for  Brentwood  activities. 

It  wasn't  long  before  Martin  and  Vi  became  involved  in  the  community.  Martin  joined  the 
Brentwood  Fire  Department  and  Association.  Violet  was  a  member  of  the  Ladies  Auxiliary.  In  1953 
the  Lindons  bought  the  house  where  they  live  today,  and  in  1955  they  purchased  the  store.  By  this 
time  Wayne  was  well  established  in  school. 

In  1960  Little  League  had  started,  but  games  and  practices  had  to  be  held  in  Epping,  as  Brent- 
wood had  no  field.  The  Lindons  donated  the  use  of  their  field  behind  the  store  for  the  team  to  use. 
With  a  lot  of  help  from  a  few  hard-working  people,  the  first  field  for  Brentwood  Little  League  was 
born.  By  this  time  Wayne  had  become  a  teenager,  and  both  Martin  and  he  were  regular  umpires. 
Martin  became  interested  in  the  Boy  Scouts  and  was  an  active  committee  member  for  21  years. 
Wayne  was  a  committed  scout  and  earned  the  distinction  of  becoming  Brentwood's  first  Eagle  Scout. 
He  was  always  giving  his  time  and  energy,  just  like  his  folks. 

Violet  became  involved  in  many  things  through  the  years.  Rockingham 
Home  Extension,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  Brentwood  His- 
torical Society  and  Ladies  Auxiliary  to  name  a  few.  Vi  put  much  time  and 
labor  into  Brentwood's  225  Years,  the  first  town  history  book  written  in  1967. 
She  also  helped  catalogue  all  the  cemeteries  in  town  and  has  taken  movies 
(now  videos)  of  important  events  and  of  their  travel- 
ing adventures  far  and  wide. 

Martin  was  Deputy  Fire  Chief  from  1965- 
1976.  He  also  became  a  forest  fire  warden  in  1971  and  held  that  position  till 
1983.   Martin  was  one  of  our  first  ambulance  drivers.  During  the  day  he  was 
needed  quite  often,  as  no  one  else  was  around.  There  were  many  times  when 
Vi  was  out  of  the  area,  and  Martin  would  close  the  store  and  be  on  his  way  to 
a  fire,  or  on  an  ambulance  call.  He  served  on  the  Board  of  Adjustment  from 
1970-1974.

Surprise,  Surprise! 


In  1970  some  of  the  townspeople  got  together  to  give  the  Lindons  a  25th 
wedding  anniversary  party.  If  I  remember  correctly,  it  was  a  total  sur- 
prise to  them  both. 


Martin  had  experienced  some  health  problems  as  far  back  as  1966,  but  it 
was  not  until  1975  that  the  Lindons  decided  to  retire. 


Through  all  this  Wayne  had  grown  up  to  become  a  very  responsible  young  man.   He  com- 
pleted college  and  earned  a  degree,  he  opened  a  business  —  and  he  married  Nancy.  Wayne  was  listed 
in  Who's  Who  in  American  Colleges  in  1974.  Tragedy  struck  in  September  of  1981.  Wayne  and  Nancy 
were  the  owners  of  a  small  airplane,  and  they  had  gone  to  Maine  for  a  weekend.  On  the  return  trip  to 
their  home  in  Keene,  the  weather  was  poor,  and  their  plane  crashed,  killing  them  both.  It  was  a  devas- 
tating blow. 

After  retirement,  Martin  and  Vi  began  to  travel  extensively.  He  always  said  they  would  go  to 
Hawaii  to  finish  seeing  all  the  states  if  "someone  would  build  a  bridge,"  as  he  did  not  like  flying.  Fi- 
nally he  got  up  enough  courage,  and  in  1995  they  flew  to  Hawaii.  That  made  1995  both  the  50th  year 
of  their  marriage  and  the  year  they  completed  seeing  all  50  states. 

No  one  will  ever  know  how  much  these  two  people  have  done  both  inside  and  outside  of 
Brentwood.  They  are  very  quiet  about  their  sharing  with  others.  We  do  know  a  few  things  for  sure. 
When  they  were  in  business,  if  anyone  was  in  need  of  anything,  the  Lindons  always  found  a  way  to 
help  and  provide.  They  also  gave  a  lot  of  time  to  the  community  through  the  years.  Martin  has 
driven  for  the  American  Cancer  Society  and  for  F.I.S.H.  There  also  is  a  scholarship  at  Exeter  Area 
School  in  Wayne's  name  and  Martin's  mother's  name  —  the  Lindon-Green  Scholarship.

Brentwood  Zoning  Ballot

1.  The  Brentwood  Planning  Board  proposes  to 
replace  the  existing  septic  system  rules  with  the 
following  to  become  the  new  section  4.S  of  the 
Town's  Zoning  ordinance: 

4.5         REQUIREMENT  FOR  SITING  SEPTIC 
SYSTEMS  (Other  than  those  located  in  the  Aquifer 
Protection  District) 

No  building  permit  will  be  issued  for  a  lot  that  will  not 
meet  the  minimum  standards  imposed  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control 
Division  and  the  requirements  listed  below.  Test  pits 
and  percolation  test  shall  be  scheduled  at  the 
convenience  of  the  SSI/TPW  and  the  fee  shall  be  paid 
in  advance.  The  Septic  System  Inspector  and  Test  Pit 
Witness  shall  determine  whether  the  proposed 
wastewater  disposal  facility  is  in  the  Aquifer  Protection 
District.  (Amended  3/8/83) 


A.  The  bottom  of  the  proposed  leaching  bed  or 
trench  and  the  floor  of  a  leaching  cesspool  or  leaching 
pit  shall  be  a  minimum  of  six  (6)  feet  above  the  top  of 
any  bedrock  or  impermeable  sub  stratum*  For  sites 
with  municipal  or  state  approved  community  water 
supply  the  distance  shall  be  a  minimum  of  four  feet. 

B.  Any  soil  with  a  seasonal  high  water  table  at  the 
natural  ground  surface  or  within  one  foot  of  the  natural 
ground  surface  shall  not  be  used  for  the  disposal  of 
septic  tank  effluent.  Refer  to  Wetlands  Ordinance. 

C.  The  bottom  of  the  proposed  wastewater 
disposal  facility  shall  be  a  minimum  of  four  feet  above 
any  seasonal  high  water  table.* 

D.  Any  soil  with  a  percolation  rate  of  over  60 
minutes  per  inch  shall  not  be  used  for  the  disposal  of 
septic  tank  effluent. 

E.  Any  land  area  having  a  natural  slope  of  15% 
or  greater  shall  not  be  used  for  wastewater  disposal 
facilities. 

F.  All  wastewater  disposal  systems  must  be 
designed  and  constructed  to  meet  the  minimum 
standards  as  set  forth  in  the  regulations  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Division. 
These  regulations  are  set  forth  in  the  manual, 


Subdivision  and  Individual  Sewage  Disposal  System 
Design  Rules,  January  1995  as  amended. 

G.  Each  lot  shall  contain  at  least  4,000  square  feet 

of  contiguous  land  area  which  will  meet  all  of  the 
requirements  set  forth  above.  Such  land  shall  not  be 
built  on  but  reserved  for  subsurface  disposal  systems. 

H.  Not  less  than  two  (2)  test  pits  and  one  (1) 

percolation  test  shall  be  required  within  said  4,000 
contiguous  square  feet. 

I.  The  Septic  System  Inspector  Test  Pit  Witness 

shall  witness  all  percolation  tests  and  test  pits  and  sign 
the  plan  certifying  that  said  person  was  present  during 
the  tests.  An  hourly  fee  set  by  Selectmen  will  be  paid  to 
the  Town  of  Brentwood. 

J.  The  Septic  System  Inspector  Test  Pit  Witness 

shall  review  and  sign  five  copies  of  the  wastewater 
disposal  system  plans,  three  for  the  State,  one  for  the 
Town,  and  one  copy  for  the  SSI/TPW.  The  approved 
plans  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  NHWSPCD  for  state 
review.  A  fee  set  by  Selectmen  and/or  the  Planning 
Board  shall  be  charged  for  each  review  needed. 

K.  All  sewage  disposal  systems  shall  be  inspected 

and  approved  by  the  Septic  System  Inspector  per  the 
following  schedule: 

a.  Bed  bottom  inspection. 

b.  After  the  system  has  been  backfilled 
and  the  area  graded  as  required  by  the  plans. 

Please  refer  to  Article  VII,  7.2  Wetlands  Ordinance; 
and  Article  IX,  9.2. (B),  8,  of  the  Building  Ordinance. 

*Fill  may  be  added  to  meet  the  standards  imposed  by 
paragraphs  A  and  C  above,  but  may  not  be  added  to 
correct  for  any  of  the  other  listed  conditions. 

A  new  definition  will  need  to  be  added  to  the  zoning 
ordinance  (between  sediment  and  service  maintenance 
roads)  for  Septic  System  Inspector  Test  Pit  Witness  to 
read  as  follows: 

Septic  System  Inspector  Test  pit  Witness.  An  agent  of 
the  Town  responsible  for  inspecting  the  plans  and 
installation  of  all  septic  systems  in  the  Town  as  well  as 
being  responsible  for  the  viewing  of  all  test  pits  and 
percolation  tests.

In  addition  to  meeting  all  local  and  state  septic  system 
requirements,  all  new  wastewater  disposal  systems 
installed  in  the  Aquifer  Protection  District  shall  be 
designed  by  a  Professional  Engineer  licensed  in  New 
Hampshire  with  experience  in  sanitary  engineering  who 
is  also  a  New  Hampshire  Licensed  Designer  of 
Subsurface  Wastewater  Disposal  System. 

The  PE  shall  meet  on-site  with  the  installer  before 
construction  is  begun  to  review  the  proposed 
construction  schedule  and  sequencing,  and  to  insure  the 
installer  understands  all  aspects  of  the  plan. 

The  Septic  System  Inspector  and  Test  Pit  Witness  shall 
inspect  the  installation  of  each  new  system  prior  to 
covering,  and  shall  certify  that  the  system  has  been 
installed  as  designed.

Solid  and  Hazardous  Waste 

A.  No  garbage  or  other  waste  material  originating 
outside  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  shall  be  allowed  to  be 
brought  in  or  dumped  or  processed  or  stored  in  the 
Town  Of  Brentwood  except  by  agreement  with  other 
towns  or  in  the  case  of  biosolid  materials  which  are 
regulated  in  section  c  below. 

B.  Temporary  or  permanent  storage  or  burial,  or 
dumping  of  industrial  chemical  or  radioactive  waste 
shall  not  be  permitted.  Waste  material  as  used  in  this 


Section  means  refuse,  solid  or  liquid  waste,  ashes, 
rubbish,  industrial  and  commercial  waste,  building 
debris,  and  all  other  refuse  of  every  description, 
whether  loose,  in  containers,  compacted,  bailed, 
bundled  or  otherwise.  Waste  does  not  refer  to  biosolid 
materials  as  they  are  regulated  separately  in  section  c. 
below. 

The  text  of  the  new  section  C  is  available  for  review  in 
the  Office  of  the  Brentwood  Town  Clerk  and  at  the 
polling  place.  The  section  provides  a  regulatory 
framework  that  allows  the  land  application  of  biosolids 
in  certain  zoning  districts  and  after  application  is 
served  and  approved  by  the  Planning  Board.

District,  where  impervious  areas 
exceed  35%  of  the  total  lot  area, 
facilities  will  be  provided  to  collect 
surface  water  from  impervious  areas 
and  route  same  to  non-impervious 
areas  to  allow  for  infiltration  of  this 
drainage.  These  facilities  will  be 
maintained  free  of  debris,  silt,  etc.,  to 
ensure  proper  operation. 

The  design  of  the  collection  system 
must  ensure  that,  at  a  minimum,  the 
runoff  from  impervious  areas  in 
excess  of  35%  of  total  lot  area  be 
infiltrated  to  recharge  ground  water.

REPORTABLE  CONDITIONS  AND  OTHER  MATTERS

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1995,  we  considered  the  Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our 
auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements.  Our  review 
of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should 
not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  reportable 
conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or 
operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town's 
ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of 
management  in  the  financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation 
to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by 
employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of  the 
internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that 
might  constitute  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable 
conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

During  the  course  of  our  review,  the  following  conditions  were  noted  that  were  considered  to  be 
material  weaknesses  as  defined  above: 

COMPUTER  SYSTEM  -  REPEAT  COMMENT 

Presently  the  Town  is  not  fully  utilizing  all  of  the  capabilities  of  the  computer  software  system.  The 
Town's  records  are  maintained  on  a  cash  basis  utilizing  a  nonstandard  chart  of  accounts.  We  are 
pleased  to  report,  however,  'that  the  Town  has  requested  that  we  assist  in  converting  the  financial 
records  to  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  and  to  assist  in  converting  to  the  NHGFOA  Chart 
of  Accounts.    Hopefully,  this  will  be  accomplished  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1996. 

PURCHASE  ORDER  SYSTEM  -  REPEAT  COMMENT 

The  main  purpose  of  a  purchase  order  system  is  to  obtain  proper  approval  on  purchases  over  a  certain 
dollar  amount  before  ordering  the  goods  or  services.  More  often  than  not,  it  appears  as  though  the 
purchase  orders  are  filled  out  after  the  invoice  for  payment  is  received.  We  recommend  that 
management  enforce  its  present  purchase  order  policy.

Independent  Auditor's  Communication  of  Reportable  Conditions  and  Other  Matters 

TRUST  FUND  REPORTING  -  REPEAT  COMMENT 

Short-term  capital  gains  "reinvested"  are  not  being  recorded  as  an  increase  to  the  cost  basis  of  the 
various  securities.  The  number  of  shares  and  the  value  of  the  securities  as  reported  on  the  MS-10  are 
understated.    We  recommend  that  these  amounts  be  recorded  in  the  future. 

Also,  the  following  conditions  were  noted  that  we  do  not  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses: 

TAX  COLLECTOR 

Noncompliance  With  State  Statutes  Regarding  Tax  Lien  Procedures 

During  our  audit  of  the  Tax  Collector's  records,  we  again  found  that  the  following  State  Statute  had 
not  been  complied  with  regarding  to  the  tax  lien  procedures: 

RSA  80:70  -  Notice  of  redemption  -  Our  testing  disclosed  instances  where  the  Registrar  of 
Deeds  was  not  notified  within  the  specified  time  period. 

Greater  care  should  be  taken  to  insure  that  the  Tax  Collector  complies  with  the  State  Statutes. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  following  other  matters  came  to  our  attention  that  we  have  discussed 
with  management  as  opportunities  for  efficiency  and/or  cost  savings  related  to  the  administration  of 
the  Town: 

A.  The  Conservation  Commission  maintains  a  non-interest  bearing  account  that  has  had  no  activity 
in  the  past  few  years.  This  account  should  be  closed  and  the  monies  placed  in  the  Conservation 
Commission  Fund's  New  Hampshire  Public  Deposit  Investment  Pool  account. 

B.  Mary  E.  Bartlett  Public  Library  -  Library  Trustees  approval  on  all  disbursements. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those  persons  whose  cooperation  and 
assistance  have  helped  us  to  achieve  efficiencies  in  completing  our  audit. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  management  and  others  within  the 
administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter 
of  public  record.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1995.  These  general-purpose  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these 
general-purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general- 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general-purpose  financial  statements. 
An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general-purpose  financial  statement  presentation.  We 
believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion.

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood,  as  of  December  31,  1995,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended 
in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general-purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general- 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general-purpose  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.

The  weather  in  1996  added  extra  strain  to  the  fire  Dept,  with  the  many  snow  storms  of  last  winter  and 
the  flooding  last  fall. 

The  Fire  Dept  responded  to  106  amb  calls,  and  176  fire  calls,  which  has  increased  considerably  over 
last  years  figures. 

The  Fire  Depts.  ability  to  quickly  rescue  trapped  pts.  at  motor  vehicle  accidents  was  greatly  increased 
with  the  purchase  of  rescue  tools.  The  jaws  of  life,  whch  can  tear  or  cut  a  car  apart  and  a  set  of  air  bags, 
witch  can  lift  a  car  or  equipment.  These  rescue  tools  were  purchased  through  a  grant  from  the  State  and 
money  left  from  the  Shannon  estate. 

The  Fire  Dept  remains  busy  with  increased  training  and  emergency  calls.  We  invite  any  new  volunteers 
to  help  us  serve  the  residents  and  town  of  Brentwood,  call  any  member  if  you  would  like  more 
information. 

The  members  of  the  Fire  Dept  would  like  to  thank  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  along  with  the  Fire  and 
Rescue  associations  for  there  continued  support.  And  to  all  the  members  of  the  Fire  Dept  thank  you  for 
your  many  hours  of  dedicated  time.

Brentwood's  program  continues  to  operate  "in  the  black,"  in  spite 
of  a  very  slow  paper  market  and  a  huge  dip  in  the  interest  of 
manufacturers  to  utilize  more  scrap  plastic  in  new  products.  The 
textile  market  remains  very  strong  at  an  unchanging  $140 /ton. 
Textile /clothing  recycling  has,  in  fact,  carried  our  drop-off  program  in 
1996,  with  only  7  tons  shipped. 

This  makes  sense,  if  you  look  at  paper  prices  of  $.50/ton, 
delivered  to  Haverhill  Box  mill  !  Paper  is  still  a  glut  on  the  market,  in 
spite  of  the  promises  of  GATT  with  countries  like  China  and  South 
Americans  not  buying  our  scrap  paper.  However  more  domestic  mills 
are  gearing  up  with  short  fiber  machines,  and  the  prices  of  virgin  pulp 
rising.  Many  U.S.  newspapers  are  already  printing  on  recycled  paper. 

We  shipped  our  first  load  of  steel  cans  to  Advanced  Recycling,  in 
Concord  (4+tons)  this  year!  Shipping  cost  $125;  so  crushing  cans  flat 
saves  our  container's  space. 

The  Center  shipped  60  tons  of  mixed  paper,  while  the  curbside 
program  yielded  about  1  ton/week.  Our  new  paper  container  holds 
about  5  tons,  and  it  cost  us  $85  to  ship  it  to  Haverhill. 

Hussey  Disposal  hauls  our  plastic  bottles  to  CCA  in  Nashua 
(Budwiser  recycling).  Prices  vary  daily. 

In  1996,  Brentwood  recycling  (including  curb)  recycled  almost 
350  tons,  avoiding  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  landfill  tipping  fees. 
This  came  from  HOUSEHOLDS  in  town;  how  much  is  out  there  in  the 
business/industrial  sector?  We  still  pay  those  fees,  also. 

Add  up  what  our  town  spends  on  police,  fire,  highway,  town 
expenses  and  see  how  that  total  compares  to  funds  spent  for 
"sanitation".  If  YOU  would  like  to  help  us  improve  recycling,  call  679- 
5718.

The  recreation  department  was  very  busy  throughout  1996.  Our  year  began  with  the 
annual  family  ski  trips  to  King  Pine  Ski  Area  during  the  month  of  January,  with  67  people 
participating.  We  sponsored  two  trips  to  the  Foxwood  Casinos,  going  in  March  and  again 
in  October.  The  spring  time  brought  over  120  youth  out  for  the  softball  and  baseball 
programs,  which  kept  our  6  ball  fields  busy  from  April  through  June. 

Our  summer  youth  program  was  a  huge  success,  held  at  Swasey  school  for  6  weeks 
More  than  sixty  boys  and  girls  participated  and  enjoyed  the  many  activities  and  field  trips 
to  the  lake  and  ocean.  Youth  soccer  began  in  early  September,  with  over  100  enrolled, 
and  continued  through  October. 

A  recreation  highlight  brought  back  this  past  year  was  our  Halloween  party.  Many  new 
volunteers  came  together  and  gave  an  enormous  amount  of  time  and  effort  for  a  very 
successful  children's  party,  held  at  the  Swasey  gym.

The  meeting  was  held  at  Swasey  Central  School.     Moderator  Shuchman  opened  the 
meeting  at  9:00  a.m. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Ike  Cross  and  duly  seconded  to  waive  the  reading  of  the 
warrant.     Motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  #1 

Shall  the  School  District  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA:  195  (as  amended)  providing  for 

the  establishment  of  a  Cooperative  School  District  together  with  the  districts  of  East 

Kingston,  Kensington,  Exeter,  Stratham,  and  Newfields,  in  accordance  with  provisions 

of  the  proposed  articles  of  agreement  filed  with  the  School  District  Clerk? 

A  motion  was  made  by  Karen  Veinotte  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  Article  #1 . 

Karen  Veinotte  discussed  the  School  Board's  rationale  for  recommending  Article  #1 ; 

the  overcrowding  of  the  Exeter  AREA  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  and 

governance  for  the  sending  towns.   Discussion  of  the  proposed  twelve  Articles  of 

Agreement  followed.    The  following  articles  generated  the  most  discussion: 

Article  #2,  which  states  that  the  Cooperative  shall  be  responsible  for  grades  6-12,  was 

questioned  by  Don  Sommers.    Karen  Veinotte  explained  the  philosophical, 

educational  and  space  issues  which  were  considered. 

Al  Belanger  and  Ed  Sherry  expressed  concern  over  Article  #3,  which  specifies  the 

make-up  of  the  Cooperative  School  Board,  terms,  and  voting.   It  was  explained  that  "at 

large  voting"  is  dictated  by  population  of  the  towns. 

Ike  Cross  motioned  that  Walter  Pierce,  Exeter  School  District  Administrator,  be  given 

permission  to  speak  at  any  time  during  the  meeting.   Seconded  by  Don  Manchester. 

Motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  #4,  which  dealt  with  the  buyout  of  the  Exeter  school  buildings  was  discussed. 

Don  Sommers  questioned  why  there  was  a  discrepancy  between  the  buyout  figures  in 

the  Town  Report  and  the  Brentwood  Newsletter.   Walter  Pierce  explained  that 

$460,000  of  pre-existing  debt  was  added  to  the  buyout  figure  of  $12.4  million.   Karen 

Veinotte  stated  that  based  on  student  enrollment,  Brentwood's  tax  impact  would  be 

$0.42  per  $1000  valuation.      Neil  McDonald  questioned  the  guarantee  on  55%  state 

aid.   Walter  Pierce  said  although  there  is  no  guarantee,  the  state  has  never  failed  to 

come  through  on  state  aid. 

Article#5:   Karen  Veinotte  explained  that  the  Cooperative  School  Board  will  have  to 

develop  a  building  and  renovation  plan  within  the  next  year,  which  must  be  passed  by 

a  2/3  majority  of  the  Cooperative  voters.   Ike  Cross  stated  that  this  would  mean  costs  in 

addition  to  the  buyout. 

Bob  Gilbert  recommended  that  the  new  Cooperative  School  District  form  a  Budget 

committee  with  a  representative  from  each  town.  Walter  Pierce  stated  that  although 
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the  Articles  don't  include  this  provision  it  coula  be  done  through  the  amendment 

process. 

Ike  Cross  motioned  to  bring  Warrant  Article  #1  to  a  ballot  vote  and  duly  seconded. 

Motion  carried  by  a  voice  vote.

Karen  Veinotte  stated  that  Brentwood  was  the  only  town  in  SAU  16  which  did  not  offer 

teachers  the  option  of  a  two  person  medical  plan,  so  that  this  was  included  in  the 

proposed  contract.   Olive  Tash  questioned  the  additional  cost  of  this  coverage.   Peter 

Foster  asked  about  the  $4000  for  professional  leave.     Principal  Diane  Nockles  said 

this  money  was  for  teachers'  coursework.

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PRINCIPAL'S   REPORT 

The  Technology  Age  has  transformed  Swasey  Central  School  this 
year.    Not  only  do  we  have  a  Computer  Lab  and  new  PCs  in  each  classroom 
but  we  also  have  a  part-time  Computer  Specialist,  Peter  Fennell,  who  has 
been  very  helpful  in  guiding  the  staff  and  the  children  in  becoming 
proficient  with  this  new  technology.    The  lab  has  eight  computers  which 
are  now  networked  and  the  students  are  enjoying  the  experience  of  being 
on-line.  We  hope  to  have  the  whole  school  networked  by  the  end  of  this 
year.  Once  a  week  students  attend  a  computer  class  and  they  then  transfer 
their  knowledge  to  the  computers  in  the  classrooms.    This  has  proved  to  be 
very  effective  and  computers  are  much  more  widely  used  than  previously. 
If  you  are  at  school  ,  drop  into  the  lab  and  take  a  look.    It  is  in  the  far 
section  of  the  library. 

Because  of  our  large  second  grade,  we  hired  an  extra  second  grade 
teacher  this  year.    Kathy  Carson  came  to  us  after  many  years  of  teaching 
in  Greenland,  NH.    She  is  our  only  new  classroom  teacher.    However,  with 
our  enrollment  growing,  we  are  recommending  hiring  another  teacher  next 
year  for  the  intermediate  grades.    When  I  started  at  Swasey  six  years  ago, 
there  were  1 80  children,  a  number  which  had  not  changed  much  in  20  years 
so  I  was  told.    We  now  have  216  children  in  grades  one  through  six  and  an 
additional  26  kindergartners  making  a  total  of  242.    Space  is  beginning  to 
be  a  problem  but,  with  the  Co-op  just  one  year  away,  we  ought  to  be  all 
right. 

Multicultural  Month  has  been  such  a  success  for  the  past  two  years 
that,again  this  year,  we  held  it  in  January.    Fortunately  we  were  able  to 
hire  a  quilter,  Merrilyn  San  Soucie,  who  worked  with  our  children  to 
produce  a  multicultural  quilt.    On  February  10,  we  held  a  multicultural 
assembly  at  which  time  each  class  presented  something  about  their 
country  to  the  entire  school.    Songs,  dances,  stories  abounded.    Germany, 
Brazil,  France,  China,  Greece,  Mexico,  Spain,  India  and  the  Middle  East 
were  all  represented  and  the  finalized  quilt  was  unveiled. 

Cognizant  of  the  fact  that  children  are  often  alone  in  the  afternoon, 
we  have  again  expanded  our  After-School  offerings  this  year.    We  now 
have  After-School  Sports,  both  primary  and  intermediate,  Art  Club,  Chess 
Club,  Computer  Club  and  Homework  Club.    We  had  hoped  to  offer  Odyssey 
of  the  Mind  this  year  but  by  the  time  the  grant  money  arrived  it  was  too 
late  for  us  to  start  the  group. We  have  a  total  of  109  students  taking  part 
in  these  activities  so  the  school  is  very  busy  daily  until  4:30  pm.    We 
also  continue  to  offer  Jump  Rope  Club  at  8:00am  two  mornings  a  week.

Again  this  year  the  Chorus  met  during  school  time  so  that  we  could 
encourage  more  participation.    They  are  currently  preparing  a  musical 
called  "Rock  On"  which  will  be  presented  in  February. 

Thanks  to  Bob  Schroeder,  our  fourth  grade  teacher  who  wrote  a 
grant  last  year  to  develop  a  nature  trail  out  behind  the  school,  the  work 
was  begun  in  the  spring  as  his  fourth  grade  class  cleared  the  land  and 
rebuilt  an  existing  bridge.    The  class  sent  representatives  to  a  Learn  and 
Serve  NH  workshop  attended  by  all  the  grant  recipients.    Our  group  was  the 
youngest  group  attending  and  amazed    everyone  as  they  confidently 
explained  their  project.    They  represented  us  well.  This  same  group 
presided  over  the  Grand  Opening  of  the  Trail  this  fall.    We  have  been 
awarded  another  grant  to  continue  work  on  the  trail  this  year. 

This  was  Swasey's  second  year  of  running  a  tuition  based 
kindergarten.    The  response  was  greater  this  year  so  we  had  to  run  double 
sessions.    We  are  looking  forward  to  next  year  when  we  hope  that  most  of 
the  kindergartners  in  town  will  attend.  With  any  luck,  the  new  Governor 
will  mandate  funding  for  Public  Kindergarten. 

Our  Parent  Volunteer  group  continues  to  grow  and  once  again  this 
year  won  the  Blue  Ribbon  from  the  NH  Partners  in  Education.    The 
volunteers  do  many  jobs  for  us,  in  and  out  of  school,  for  which  we  are  very 
thankful.    Fund  raising  is  a  yearly  contribution  of  theirs  and  this  year 
most  of  the  money  was  allotted  to  the  new  playground  .    We  also  have 
some  money  for  enrichment  programs.    It  was  through  funds  from  this 
group  that  we  were  able  to  have  the  quilter  come  during    Multicultural 
month.  One  valuable  new  contribution  this  year  was  the  beginning  of  a 
monthly  school  newspaper,  The  Bugler,  which  has  been  prepared  by  a 
volunteer.     It  contains  information  about  various  class  activities  and 
general  school  information  as  well.    This  is  an  extremely  time-consuming 
task  and  has  been  very  well  received.  We  can't  thank  the  volunteers  enough 
for  their  service  to  the  school. 

We  are  excited  about  the  changes  that  have  occurred  this  year  as  we 
continue  to  provide  the  best  possible  education  for  your  children.    We 
thank  you  for  your  ongoing  support.
